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IT  was  not  so  many  years  ago  that  one  seeking  the  best  education 
in  the  sciences  or  the  humanities  went  to  Europe.  Americans 
went  abroad  to  the  famous  universities  of  England,  France,  Ger¬ 
many,  Italy.  They  went  for  medicine  to  Austria,  for  engineering  to 
Germany,  for  cultural  studies  to  France  and  Italy.  Very  few  students 
came  from  abroad  to  study  in  the  United  States,  with  the  exception 
of  some  pioneers  who  tried  out  our  best  known  universities. 

To-day,  however,  the  tide  has  been  reversed.  The  United  States  as 
well  as  being  a  leading  political  power  has  been  recognized  throughout 
the  world  as  having  made  great  advances  in  education,  in  the  last 
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twenty  years  or  so.  We  now  have  some  of  the  finest  libraries,  museums, 
research  facilities,  theaters,  and  medical  schools  in  the  world,  and 
have  been  fortunate,  too,  in  adding  to  our  faculties  many  refugee 
scholars  who  have  come  to  America  to  escape  persecution. 

For  these  reasons,  each  year  thousands  of  students  from  all  the  major 
countries  of  the  world  come  here  for  advanced  study.  As  they  rep¬ 
resent  an  important  phase  of  American  foreign  relations,  it  is  valuable 
to  take  a  count  of  them,  so  that  we  may  know  how  many  there  are, 
where  they  come  from,  where  and  what  they  are  studying,  in  our 
colleges  and  universities. 

ROLL  CALL 

For  three  and  a  half  months,  questionnaire  forms  have  been  coming 
in  to  the  Institute  from  institutions  in  every  state,  reporting  the  name, 
country  and  studies  of  every  foreign  person  enrolled.  Tabulated  by 
International  Business  Machines,  the  totals  are  presented  in  this 
booklet. 

As  of  January  1951  the  number  of  foreign  students  of  college  rank 
in  over  1,400  institutions  was  29,813.  Some  of  these  institutions, 
covering  the  forty-eight  states,  have  over  a  thousand  foreign  students, 
and  since  some  failed  to  report  it  is  probable  that  there  are  more  than 
thirty-one  thousand  in  our  schools  at  the  present  time. 

To  many  this  increase  will  be  surprising.  It  had  been  expected  that 
unsettled  world  conditions  coupled  with  the  dollar  shortage  would 
sharply  reduce  the  total  number.  This  increase  of  more  than  3,000 
over  the  last  two  years  is  a  definite  expression  of  confidence  in  the 
importance  attached  to  studying  in  the  United  States. 

THE  CASE  FOR  EXCHANGES 

Some  $75,000,000  is  involved  in  the  student  exchanges  reported  in 
this  book,  since  the  average  cost  for  travel,  tuition  and  living  costs 
comes  close  to  $2,500  per  student.  What  is  the  justification  for  such 
an  outlay  of  money? 

The  Institute  of  International  Education,  as  the  central  agency  in  this 
field  of  exchanges,  has  for  thirty-one  years  expressed  the  belief  that 
very  great  value  should  be  attached  to  these  young  people  going  from

one  nation  to  another.  Among  the  values  which  one  might  mention, 
four  are  certainly  outstanding — 

Value  To  The  Foreign  Student— Obviously  the  greatest  benefit  comes 
to  the  student  himself.  Here  is  the  opportunity  to  travel  to  an  unknown 
country,  speak  and  think  in  another  language,  acquire  advanced  pro¬ 
fessional  training,  make  new  friends,  and  obtain  a  broader  perspective. 
The  maturing  process  is  accelerated  by  such  a  year  s  experience,  and 
increases  the  leadership  possibilities  of  these  young  people. 

Value  To  The  College  —  Just  as  the  returning  GIs  brought  a  soberness 
and  the  hard  reality  of  war  experiences  to  college  campuses,  so  the 
presence  of  foreign  students  brings  a  direct  awareness  of  foreign 
affairs  and  problems  of  foreign  lands  to  American  students. 

Value  To  The  American  Community  —  To  the  extent  that  homes  in 
the  college  neighbourhood  are  open  for  hospitality,  to  the  extent  to 
which  churches,  Rotary  Clubs  and  other  clubs  invite  students  to  speak, 
and  the  extent  to  which  part-time  jobs  are  offered  to  students  does 
the  community  get  a  direct  lesson  and  sense  of  participation  in  world 

relations. 

Value  To  The  Home  Countries  —  From  the  allegations  which  are 
made  by  many  countries  abroad  about  the  United  States  oui  labor 
policies,  the  enormity  of  our  race  problems  our  objectives  in  foreign 
aid  programs,  our  politics,  our  culture,  our  social  structure,  it  is 
evident  that  there  is  much  misunderstanding  about  America.  These 
thirty-one  thousand  students  will  come  to  know  us  as  we  are,  foi  good 
or  bad,  and  will  return  to  their  home  countries  with  a  more  balanced 
picture  than  we  shall  ever  be  able  to  send,  through  our  overseas  radio 
broadcasts,  our  pamphlets,  our  information  centers.  At  a  time  when 
the  United  States  is  counting  its  friends  and  allies,  here  is  an  important 
group  not  to  be  overlooked. 

APPRECIATION 

The  compilation  of  the  statistics  which  make  this  census  possible  is  a 
heavy  task  for  most  of  the  major  colleges  reporting  large  groups  of  stu¬ 
dents.  The  Institute  wishes  to  express  the  greatest  appreciation  for  the 
care,  preciseness,  and  promptness  with  which  our  request  was  handled. 
The  Institute  is  grateful,  too,  for  the  cooperation  of  the  Committee  on 
Friendly  Relations  Among  Foreign  Students  with  whom  the  census 
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is  conducted.  The  Committee  publishes  a  separate  report,  which  deals 
primarily  with  students  attending  accredited  institutions  of  higher 
education,  as  listed  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  whereas  HE  polls 
schools  on  the  Attorney  General’s  list  as  well. 

TWO-WAY  STREET 

Although  this  is  an  accounting  of  only  the  29,813  foreign  students 
coming  to  this  country,  it  should  be  remembered  that  thousands  of 
Americans  study  abroad  each  year.  Exact  figures  are  not  available, 
but  a  reasonable  estimate  would  be  that  about  20,000  American 
students  attend  year  round  or  summer  study  courses  in  different  parts 
of  the  world. 

At  a  time  when  world  relations  are  in  a  state  of  crisis  it  is  especially 
important  that  these  50,000  American  and  foreign  students  exchange 
places  in  a  new  kind  of  international  diplomacy,  which  may  offer 
leadership  for  a  future  united  world.

FOUR  CORNERS 
OF  THE  EARTH 


WHERE  THEY  COME  FROM 

THE  29,813  students  from  abroad  studying  this  year  in  our 
institutions  of  higher  education  come  from  121  countries  and 
areas  of  the  world,  from  Canada  and  Mexico  our  nearest  neigh¬ 
bors,  and  from  far  off  countries  such  as  Finland,  Lebanon,  Uganda, 
the  Paulau  Islands,  and  Thailand.  Included  in  these  121  countries 
are  colonies,  protectorates,  and  non-self-governing  territories.  As  in 
the  past  Canada  leads  the  nations  with  the  most  representatives  in  this 
country,  with  4,498  students,  and  China  is  second  (3,549).  Germany 
(1,264)  has  jumped  to  third  place  this  year  displacing  India  (1,136) 
which  drops  to  fourth,  with  Mexico  (871)  and  the  Philippine  Islands 

(839)  following. 
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SHIFTS  IN  NUMBERS 

For  a  variety  of  reasons  there  have  been  considerable  shifts  during 
the  last  ten  years  in  the  proportional  representation  of  foreign  students 
from  each  of  the  five  principal  areas.  These  factors  are  particularly 
post-war  recovery  problems,  monetary  exchange  barriers,  and  deteri¬ 
oration  of  our  relations  with  “Iron  Curtain”  countries  of  the  world. 
During  World  War  II,  for  example,  students  from  the  Western  Hem¬ 
isphere  accounted  for  over  half  of  the  foreign  students  in  the  United 
States,  and  in  the  last  two  years  the  number  of  South  Americans  here 
has  decreased.  This  year,  as  last  year,  the  number  of  students  from 
the  Western  Hemisphere  is  something  over  ten  thousand,  but  the 
number  of  students  from  Europe  has  increased  by  over  1,500,  so 
that  Europe  now  sends  the  second  largest  number  of  students  here. 
Asia  and  the  Near  East  together  are  third,  having  been  second  last 
year,  the  Pacific  Islands  (1,110)  are  fourth  and  Africa  (1,027)  fifth, 
as  last  year.  Table  8  on  pages  46-4  i  gives  a  comparison  of  individual 
countries. 

LARGEST  CONTINGENTS  FROM  NEIGHBORS 

With  such  large  numbers  coming  from  Canada,  Mexico,  the  Carribean, 
Central  and  South  America  it  is  clear  that  proximity  is  the  most 
important  factor  in  determining  who  comes  to  the  United  States  to 
study.  President  Roosevelt’s  Good  Neighbor  Policy  encouraged  many 
Latin  Americans  to  study  in  the  United  States,  and  stimulated  American 
colleges  and  universities  to  offer  fellowships  to  these  students. 

HISTORICAL  FACTORS 

Traditionally  China  has  been  represented  by  a  great  many  students 
in  the  United  States.  Ever  since  Boxer  Rebellion  indemnity  funds 
weie  used  for  scholarships  by  the  United  States  Government  fifty 
years  ago,  this  has  been  true.  Ihe  fact  that  China  has  been  struggling 
for  technological  advancement,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  United 
States  offered  the  best  facilities  for  advanced  scientific  training,  has 
stimulated  this  movement.  The  Chinese  program  is  now,  however, 
in  a  state  of  dissolution.  With  aid  from  the  U.  S.  Government,  Chinese 
students  and  specialists  are  either  returning  to  Formosa  or.  in  some 
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cases,  to  the  Chinese  mainland,  or  are  rapidly  completing  their 
studies  in  American  institutions. 

It  may  seem  surprising  that  India  sends  as  many  students  as  she  does 
to  the  United  States,  but  two  principal  reasons  account  for  this.  India 
is  a  land  which  is  in  the  process  of  developing  its  economic  system, 
and  consequently  needs  trained  technicians  of  every  sort.  Also, 
India’s  second  language  is  English,  so  the  educational  facilities  of 
the  United  States  suit  India  perfectly. 

RE-EDUCATION  FOR  OCCUPIED  COUNTRIES 

The  re-education  programs  of  the  Department  of  the  Army  and  the 
Department  of  State  are  adding  greatly  to  the  flow  of  students  to  the 
United  States  from  the  Occupied  Territories.  They  have  caused  Ger¬ 
many  to  move  from  seventh  to  third  place  in  the  ranking  order  of  na¬ 
tionalities  represented,  Japan  to  jump  from  twenty-second  to  tenth,  and 
Austria  to  send  254  students  to  the  United  States,  nearly  double 
last  year’s  total.  These  programs,  designed  to  present  democracy  to 
the  most  promising  youth  of  the  occupied  nations,  are  bringing 
hundreds  of  students  to  the  United  States.  American  citizens  are 
augmenting  government  funds,  and  this  educational  process  is  proving 
highly  successful.  Students  from  Austria,  Germany,  Japan  and  the 
Ryukyuan  Islands,  have  long  been  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  world, 
and  are  anxious  to  learn.  Appreciation  for  the  oppoitunity  to  study 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  is  frequently  expressed  in  letters  to  the  Institute  of 
International  Education.  The  following  example  from  a  student  at 

Michigan  State  College  is  typical  .  .  . 

Although  many  Americans  considered  the  German  nation 
as  a  whole  with  some  skepticism  or  at  least  reserve, 
there  was  scarcely  any  resentment  against  the  indiv¬ 
idual  German  provided  he  showed  some  tact  and  toler¬ 
ance  ...  It  was  therefore  not  difficult  to  find  quick 
personal  contact  with  many  American  students  as  well 
as  with  people  outside  the  college. 

U.S.  FOR  TECHNICAL  TRAINING 

Many  countries  eager  to  develop  modern  industries  and  build  up 
their  economies,  whether  they  be  such  nations  as  Tuikey,  Iran, 


Iraq,  the  Philippine  Islands  or  such  newly  established  nations  as 
Indonesia,  Israel,  India,  Burma,  send  hundreds  of  students  to 
America  to  study  our  technical  methods.  Many  of  the  students  in  the 
United  States  for  technical  training  come,  and  will  come  in  greater 
numbers,  from  the  underdeveloped  areas  designated  by  President 
Truman  in  his  Point  Four  program.  Students  from  the  Gold  Coast, 
Nigeria,  Afghanistan,  Burma,  and  the  Philippine  Islands  are  among 
those  who  will  seek  knowledge  useful  in  developing  the  natural 
resources  of  their  countries. 

TRAVEL  GRANTS 

The  United  States  Government  has  encouraged  foreign  students  to 
study  here  through  the  establishment  of  travel  grants  for  students 
from  fifteen  countries:  Australia,  Belgium,  Burma,  Egypt,  France, 
Greece,  India,  Iran,  Italy,  Netherlands,  New  Zealand,  Norway,  the 
Philippine  Islands,  United  Kingdom.  For  the  coming  academic  year 
these  grants  have  been  extended  to  students  from  Austria,  Thailand 
and  Turkey.  Public  Law  584  (the  Fulbright  Act)  has  made  travel 
grants  possible  for  students  from  these  countries. 

DISPLACED  PERSONS  AND  REFUGEES 

Although  Displaced  Persons  and  students  with  their  first  U.  S.  citi¬ 
zenship  papers  are  not  intended  to  be  included  in  this  Census  it 
was  sometimes  impossible  to  tell  from  the  questionnaire  forms  used 
whether  a  student  has  been  classified  a  DP  or  not,  and  consequently 
many  may  have  been  included  in  these  totals.  It  is  important  to  note 
too  that  students  from  eleven  countries,  behind  the  “Iron  Curtain,” 
Albania,  Bulgaria,  Czechoslovakia,  Estonia,  Hungary,  Latvia,  Lith¬ 
uania,  Poland,  Rumania,  U.S.S.R.,  and  Yugoslavia,  are  also  included 
in  the  census  figures.  They  amount  to  about  1,200  students  altogether, 
and  are  doubtless  refugees.  Since  the  chance  of  these  students  return¬ 
ing  to  their  home  countries  is  slight,  they  can  not  properly  be  called 
foreign  students,  but  as  they  have  been  designated  such  by  the  registrars 
and  foreign  student  advisers  filling  out  IIE’s  questionnaire  forms, 
they  have  been  counted.  Students  from  those  countries  for  whom  it 
was  clearly  shown  that  they  have  first  papers  or  DP  status  were  not 
counted,  of  course.

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COAST  TO  COAST 

WHERE  THEY  ARE  STUDYING 

EVERY  state  in  the  Union,  Alaska,  the  Canal  Zone,  Hawaii,  and 
Puerto  Rico  are  playing  host  to  foreign  students  this  year. 
No  longer  is  the  foreign  student  population  concentrated  in  a 
few  schools  or  areas,  as  is  shown  in  detail  by  the  map  on  the  back 
of  this  pamphlet.  Students  from  abroad  are  to  be  found  in  the  large 
universities,  the  small  colleges,  art  schools,  music  schools,  schools 
of  engineering,  theological  seminaries,  medical  schools,  schools  of 
radio  technology,  in  every  kind  of  institution  around  the  country, 
above  the  level  of  high  school. 

While  it  is  true  that  some  states  have  a  far  greater  number  of  foreign 
students  than  others,  it  is  equally  true  that  the  foreign  student 
population  corresponds  roughly  to  the  overall  population  of  the 
United  States.  New  York  State,  for  instance,  has  the  largest  popu- 
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lation  in  the  United  States  and  also  the  most  foreign  students.  Nevada 
with  the  smallest  population  has  the  least. 

LEADING  STATES 

Ten  states  contain  66.3%  of  students  from  abroad,  all  of  them  be¬ 
ing  states  with  large  populations.  These  states,  in  ranking  order, 
are  listed  below.

INSTITUTIONS  REPRESENTED 

Now  that  America  has  earned  an  international  reputation  for  having 
many  excellent  schools  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  more  students  are 
coming  to  our  smaller  colleges,  and  thus  are  distributed  over  1,435 
institutions. 

In  taking  this  Census  2,822  institutions  listed  in  the  Office  of  Educa¬ 
tion’s  Educational  Directory  and  the  Attorney  General’s  approved  list 
were  polled.  Completed  questionnaire  forms  were  received  from  1,435 
institutions  having  one  or  more  foreign  students:  938  reported  no 
foreign  student  enrollment;  391  schools  failed  to  respond  to  the 
request  for  information;  and  58  proved  to  be  defunct  or  to  have 
merged  with  another  school.  Partial  responses  were  received  from  70 
schools,  however,  and  from  these  replies  it  can  be  estimated  that  about 
650  students  were  not  counted.  In  schools  not  answering  at  all  there 
are  an  estimated  1,000  students,  bringing  the  over-all  total  of  foreign 
students  to  about  31,000.  For  a  complete  list  of  institutions  see  Table 
7  on  pages  34-45. 
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SEEING  THE  U.  S.  A. 


That  foreign  students  are  spread  out  over  the  forty-eight  states, 
Hawaii,  Alaska,  the  Canal  Zone,  and  Puerto  Rico,  is  beneficial  to  the 
students  themselves  and  to  Americans.  They  will  have  travelled  about, 
and  inspected  a  broad  sample  of  American  life,  taking  home  with 
them  a  picture  of  the  United  States  that  will  include  a  knowledge  of 
the  differences  and  the  contradictions  in  American  society  all  of  which 
may  help  destroy  the  misconceptions  about  the  United  States,  that 
dominate  the  thinking  of  many  people  abroad. 

IMPACT  ON  THE  COMMUNITY 

Foreign  students  are  often  outstandingly  active  on  college  cam¬ 
puses  and  in  the  community.  By  speaking  at  the  college  Interna¬ 
tional  Relations  Club,  by  telling  fellow  students  in  class  how  the 
people  in  their  countries  view  the  international  scene,  by  talking  to 
church  groups,  Rotary  Clubs,  and  women’s  clubs,  foreign  students 
bring  knowledge  of  other  parts  of  the  world  and  a  freshness  of  think¬ 
ing  to  thousands  of  Americans.  Sometimes  they  have  intelligent  and 
provocative  comments  to  make  about  the  United  States.  One  perceptive 
student  wrote  to  the  Institute  upon  his  return  to  Japan: 

.  ...  I  do  not  want  to  see  our  hope ,  our  champion , 
America,  follow  in  the  steps  of  the  Roman  Empire,  that 
well-fed  nation  which  took  upon  itself  the  great  task 
of  propagating  its  brilliant  civilization  all  over  the  world 
but  forgot  to  absorb  others  and ,  consequently,  had  to 
decline  and  fall  with  cultural  autointoxication  . .  .  .  Self- 
satisfaction  is  a  demoniac  poison. 

PERSONAL  CONTACT 

Meeting  people  from  foreign  lands  usually  makes  a  moie  vivid 
impression  than  knowledge  gained  from  reading  books  or  news¬ 
papers,  seeing  a  movie  or  hearing  a  lecture,  because  contact  with 
another  human  being  is  involved.  Last  summer,  for  example,  when 
students  from  Korea  studying  medicine  were  called  home  to  help  in 
the  immediate  crisis,  American  citizens  who  knew  them  felt  in  a  real 
way  what  war  in  Korea  means  to  the  people  who  live  there. 
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THE  TWENTY-FIVE  INSTITUTIONS  HAVING

WHAT  THEY  ARE  STUDYING 

A  MONG  the  thousands  of  students  from  abroad  studying  in  the 
/  %  United  States,  every  field  of  study,  no  matter  how  esoteric, 
seems  to  be  represented.  It  would  be  safe  to  say  that  every 
branch  of  higher  education  taught  in  the  United  States  has  foreign 
students  among  the  numbers  doing  research  or  taking  courses  toward 
a  degree.  Statistically,  ten  major  fields  are  the  most  important,  and 
86.4  per  cent  of  all  foreign  students  are  included.  In  order  of  rank, 
these  are:  Engineering  (5,938),  Liberal  Arts  (4,560),  Social  Sciences 
(3,506),  Medical  Sciences  (2,426),  Physical  Sciences  (2,144),  Busi¬ 
ness  Administration  (2,079),  Religion  (1,580),  Education  (1,347), 
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Agriculture  (1,207),  and  the  Fine  Arts  (975). 

VARYING  FIELDS 

By  country  of  origin  there  are  significant  differences  in  the  numbers 
of  students  in  the  various  fields.  Slightly  over  half  of  all  of  the 
Turkish  students  are  in  the  several  branches  of  Engineering,  as  are 
approximately  one-third  of  all  of  the  students  from  India,  Israel, 
Brazil  and  Norway.  Most  of  these  countries  lack  facilities  for 
advanced  training  in  technical  fields. 

As  would  be  expected,  from  the  countries  in  which  there  are  more 
opportunities  for  technical  training,  a  larger  proportion  of  students 
come  to  the  United  States  for  training  in  the  Social  Sciences  and 
Liberal  Arts  —  such  countries  as  Great  Britain,  France,  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  Italy,  Switzerland,  Sweden,  and  Belgium.  Students  from 
Austria,  Germany,  and  Japan  are  also  concentrated  in  the  non-technical 
fields  because  of  the  emphasis  put  upon  the  Social  Sciences  and  the 
Liberal  Arts  in  the  selection  of  candidates  for  reorientation. 

Business  Administration  ranks  first,  somewhat  surprisingly,  among 
the  students  from  Thailand,  with  22  per  cent  of  its  students  in  this 
field.  Students  from  Cuba,  Norway  and  Mexico  have  also  put  strong 
emphasis  on  learning  American  business  methods. 

A  table  showing  the  ranking  fields  of  study  by  country  of  origin  for 
41  countries  follows  this  chapter. 

VALUE  OF  STUDY  IN  THE  U.  S.  A. 

Why  do  these  students  come  to  the  United  States  for  study  in  these 
fields,  and  what  do  they  get  from  their  studies?  It  is  easy  to  guess 
that  the  engineers  come  primarily  because  the  United  States  is  con¬ 
sidered  the  most  advanced  in  its  technical  development,  that  those 
who  plan  to  teach  American  literature  wish  to  study  the  material  at 
its  source,  that  young  businessmen  hope  to  emulate  American  methods 
after  their  return  to  their  home  countries.  It  is  interesting  to  quote 
what  some  of  these  students  themselves  have  given  as  the  reasons  for 
wishing  to  study  in  the  United  States. 

A  French  student  who  is  studying  International  Relations  at  Harvard 
University  when  asked  why  he  had  wished  to  study  in  the  United 
States  replied: 

I  dont  think  any  comment  has  to  he  made  on  the  in¬ 
terest  of  studying  my  field  in  the  very  place  where  the 
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Marshall  Plan  was  first  introduced  to  the  ivorld. 

A  British  forester  when  asked  the  question  stated  that  he  felt  it  very 
important  in  his  field  to  have  some  foreign  experience  before  estab¬ 
lishing  himself  professionally  in  his  own  country,  and  went  on  to  say: 
I  chose  the  United  States  because  of  the  language 
advantages  and  because  many  of  the  species  now  being 
introduced  into  Britain  in  its  afforestation  program  are 
native  to  the  Pacific  Northwest .  My  purposes  in  coming 
to  the  United  States  were  to  study  a  particular  field  of 
forestry ,  to  learn  something  of  the  people  of  this  part 
of  the  country  and  to  explain  my  own  country  to  them . 

In  all  these  aims  I  have  a  satisfied  feeling  of  accom¬ 
plishment. 

A  French  student  of  Business  Administration  at  Cornell  says  of  his 
studies: 

I  feel  that  my  studies  are  really  something  new  and 
something  that  I  will  be  able  to  use  later  on  in  a  prac¬ 
tical  field.  Having  worked  for  a  year  in  the  sales  de¬ 
partment  of  an  automobile  factory  in  France  I  can  now 
see  the  differences  between  our  methods  of  selling  and 
the  ones  taught  over  here.  I  can  see  that  they  are  not 
only  taught  but  practiced ,  since  universities  and  in¬ 
dustries  are  permanently  in  relation.  Although  all  of  the 
American  methods  of  business  management  could  not 
be  applied  right  away  to  a  French  enterprise  ...  I 
feel  that  I  will  use  the  material  of  my  courses. 

All  of  the  students  who  have  been  quoted  are  graduate  students. 
However,  half  of  foreign  students  in  the  United  States  are  under¬ 
graduates,  a  great  many  of  them  studying  in  the  smaller  liberal  arts 
colleges,  where  they  perhaps  have  a  greater  opportunity  than  more 
advanced  students  to  become  thoroughly  integrated  into  American  stu¬ 
dent  life. 

Whatever  the  reasons  for  coming  to  the  United  States  for  study, 
whether  primarily  for  practical  professional  reasons,  or  for  the  in¬ 
tangible  benefits  of  “learning  more  about  the  United  States,  the  reports 
of  thousands  of  foreign  students  show  that  they  achieve  the  purposes 
for  which  they  come,  and  that  the  balance  weighs  heavily  in  favor  of 
their  study  in  the  United  States.

DOLLARS  FOR  SCHOLARS 

WHERE  ASSISTANCE  COMES  FROM 

OW  do  the  students  from  abroad  pay  for  their  studies  in 
this  country?  The  investment  represented  by  the  presence 
of  29,813  foreign  students  in  the  United  States  in  this  one 
year  totals  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  $75,000,000.  With 
restrictions  on  the  amount  of  currency  which  can  be  exchanged  into 
dollars  in  many  countries,  with  an  unfavorable  exchange  rate  for  na¬ 
tionals  of  most  countries,  and  with  the  high  cost  of  American  higher 
education,  where  does  the  money  come  from? 

Although  in  a  census  of  this  kind  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  complete 
figures  on  the  sources  of  support  for  all  students,  since  the  reporting 
is  done  by  the  institutions,  which  do  not  have  this  data  on  hand  in 
all  cases,  sufficient  information  is  available  to  give  a  good  part  of 
the  answer  to  this  question.

Slightly  over  half  of  the  students,  for  whom  information  was  reported, 
receive  help  from  some  source  other  than  their  own  or  family  resources. 
For  example,  a  student  may  receive  a  round-trip  travel  grant  under 
the  Fulbright  Act,  a  tuition  scholarship  from  the  college  at  which  he 
studies,  and  a  maintenance  award  from  a  local  group. 

UNITED  STATES  GOVERNMENT  ASSISTANCE 

The  colleges  and  universities  report  1,610  foreign  students  as  receiv¬ 
ing  some  type  of  United  States  Government  aid  in  the  current  year, 
five  and  four-tenths  per  cent  of  the  total. 

This,  however,  is  not  a  complete  reporting  of  students  receiving  some 
assistance  under  United  States  Government  programs  for  foreign  stu¬ 
dents —  the  Educational  Exchange  Act,  Fulbright  Act,  Occupied  Coun¬ 
tries,  Finnish  War  Debt,  ECA,  Chinese  Student  Aid.  The  Institute  of 
International  Education  has  2,100  foreign  students  under  its  sponsor¬ 
ship  alone  who  are  receiving  assistance  under  these  programs.  Some 
1,800  Chinese  students  are  also  receiving  government  aid.  A  total 
reporting  on  the  source  of  financial  support  for  foreign  students  in 
this  country  in  1950-51  would  show  that  over  13  per  cent  are  receiv¬ 
ing  United  States  Government  aid  toward  travel  or  maintenance. 

PRIVATE  UNITED  STATES  AID  TO  FOREIGN  SUDENTS 

Of  the  foreign  students  in  the  United  States  this  year,  3,933  or  13.2 
per  cent  are  reported  as  receiving  some  type  of  scholarship  from  the 
institutions  at  which  they  study.  These  scholarships  range  from  partial 
tuition  remission  to  awards  covering  maintenance  and  a  stipend. 

It  is  not  only  colleges  and  universities  which  have  responded  to  the 
need  for  funds  to  help  students  from  abroad  realize  their  dreams  of 
coming  to  the  United  States  for  a  period  of  study.  Many  American 
organizations,  local  and  national,  have  offered  scholarships  to  foreign 
students.  Four  and  a  half  per  cent  (1,357)  of  the  students  have  received 
awards  from  such  groups  as  Rotary  Clubs,  state  and  local  Federation 
of  Women’s  Clubs,  foundations  or  professional  organizations  such  as 
the  American  Home  Economics  Association. 


AID  FROM  HOME  COUNTRIES 

Other  large  groups  of  foreign  students  receive  assistance  from  sources 
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in  their  home  countries.  Some  four  per  cent  (1,241)  are  reported  as 
having  received  aid  from  home  governments.  For  example,  a  large 
number  of  students  from  India  and  several  of  the  Middle  Eastern 
countries  (Turkey,  Iran,  Egypt)  come  to  the  United  States  under 
direct  subsidy  from  their  own  governments.  Seven  hundred  and 
twenty-two  students  are  reported  to  receive  assistance  from  other 
private  sources  in  their  home  countries  —  from  foundations,  profes¬ 
sional  organizations,  universities,  and  the  like. 

SELF-SUPPORTING  STUDENTS 

In  spite  of  exchange  difficulties  and  high  costs  in  the  United  States, 
just  under  half  of  the  students,  on  whom  financial  data  was  reported, 
are  here  completely  on  their  own  resources,  and  are  entirely  self-sup¬ 
porting.  A  few  of  the  more  advanced  students  have  saved  money 
from  their  earnings  in  their  own  countries.  Many  students,  like  so 
many  of  their  American  counterparts,  do  part-time  work  to  supplement 
the  funds  which  they  brought  from  home.  Others  receive  full  support 
from  their  families,  often  at  great  sacrifice.

REPORTING  FOREIGN  STUDENTS 


Names  of  institutions  from  which  Census  returns  were  obtained  were  taken 
from  both  the  Attorney  General’s  Approved  List  and  the  Educational  Directory 
of  the  United  States  Office  of  Education.  Out  of  a  total  of  2,822  institutions 
polled,  returns  were  received  from  1,435  institutions  having  one  or  more 
foreign  students;  938  institutions  reported  no  foreign  student  enrollment, 
391  failed  to  respond  to  the  Census  inquiry;  and  58  proved  to  be  defunct, 
nonexistent,  or  to  have  merged  with  another  institution.
